"night of St. Bartholomew" the house 
where the admiral was lying wounded 
was entered and he was put to the 
sword. The corpse was given up for 
three days to the fury of the people, 
and finally was hung up by the feet 
i.n a gibbet. 


French Now Honor Coligny. 


In Paris there is a church on the 


Rue de Rivoli which has in its yard 
facing the Louvre a statue of Coligny. 
The French today do honor to the man 
whom 
their 
ancestors 
murdered. 


The statue of Coligny from its ped- 
estal faces directly the window in 
the Louvre from which, history re- 
cords, Charles IX fired the shot which 
was the second signal for the massa- 
cre to begin. The first signal was tne 
note of a bell from a church which 
still stands about two blocks from the 
place where Coligny stands in stone. 


Virtually 
all 
the 
Huguenots 
in 


France were compelled to emigrate 
during the years which followed that 
St. Bartholomew's day. The revocation 
of the edict of Nantes which had giv- 
en them protection was a signal for 
renewed persecution and for enforced 
emigration. 


Many of the Huguenots came to 


America. New Rochelle, N. Y., was 
founded by a small colony of them. 
Others went to what is now New York 
city, and many others went to the 
Carolinas. 
There 
is a 
Huguenot 


church in Charleston, where the old- 
time 
services 
still 
are conducted. 


Some of the best South Carolina fam- 
ilies are descendants of the Huguenots 
—the Laniers, the Gaillards, the de 
Resets, the Ravenels' and many others. 
Chancey M. Depew of New York, is a 
direct descendant of early Huguenot 
immigrants. 


There is no Huguenot church, so- 


called, in France today. There is, 
however, a Pros'testant church which 
Is Presbyterian in its form of wor- 
ship ; it is the direct descendant, so 
to speak, of the Huguenot church of 
the older days. 


In the suburb of Paris, where the 


American hospital is located, Is a 
thriving French Protestant church un- 
der the pastorate of Doctor D'Aubigne, 
a direct descendant of the D'Aubigne 
who wrote the great history of the 
Reformation. This church is a thriv- 
ing one, and with the Huguenot 
churches in Paris has the support of 
a considerable number of the bankers 
of that city, for curiously enough, 
many of the heads of the greatest 
banking institutions in Paris are Prot- 
estant descendants of the old Hugue- 
nots. 


French Alpine Protestants. 


Some of the Huguenots in the moun- 


tain regions of France managed to 
maintain their own against the en- 
deavors of the state to get rid of them. 
So it is that today in the French Al- 
pine section there is a considerable 
number of sturdy Protestant families. 
One of the most famous regiments 
which fought for France in the late 
war, 
one of the Alpine Chasseur com- 


mands, was composed almost entirely 
of Protestants. They were known as 
the "Blue Devils" and their achieve- 
ments in the war lu.ike a remarkable 
chapter (it recent Trench history.

It would seem, how- 
ever, that Protestantism is not par- 
ticularly fitted to the temperament of 
the French people. The great major- 
ity of them are Catholics and a con- 
siderable minority are of no church.

The Chicago Drainage Canal ranks 


well to the fore among the great en- 
gineering feats of modern times. 


The purpose of its construction was 


twofold. Primarily to purify Chicago's 
supply of drinking water, which is ob- 
tained from Lake Michigan, by revers- 
ing the flow of the Chicago river so 
that the sewage from the city, instead 
of being dumped into the lake, would 
be carried off into the Des Plaines riv- 
er which in turn empties into the Illi- 
nois river, Ultimately, to provide a 


j shijj canal from Lake Michigan to the 


Gulf of Mexico. 


Commenced in September, 1S92, and 


formally opened In January, 1900, this 
so-called canal is approximately forty 
miles in length, has a minimum depth 
of twenty-two feet, varies in width 
from 100 to 300 feet at the top, and has 
a capacity of about 360,000 cubic feet 
of water per minute. 


Four 
major operations were in- 


volved in this huge task. First, the 
Chicago river had to be both widened 
and deepened for more than five miles; 
next the digging of a canal for twenty- 
eight miles; then the river had to be 
diverted from the old to the new chan- 
nel and finally the building of a tail- 
race and a new channel for seven 
miles. 


Grave fears were entertained by 


many that the cities past which this 
diverted sewage must flow and which 
obtained their supplies of drinking wa- 
ter from this stream would be visited 
by an epidemic of water-borne diseases, 
particularly typhoid. Again the ques- 
tion as to whether the taking of suf- 
ficient water from Lake Michigan to 
flush the canal would adversely affect 
the Interests of the states and cities 
bordering on the lake, through the low- 
ering of the surface of the water in 
the lake, and in turn interfere with 
the navigable capacity of the rivers 
which flow Into the lake, was long and 
seriously discussed. 


'Bat scientific examination and inves- 


tigation failed 
to substantiate the 


threatened dangers from disease; the 
Imagined damage to the navigation in- 
terests of the Lake Michigan region 
failed to materialize. 


That Chicago has benefited immeas- 


urably from a sanitary standpoint 
there is not the question of a doubt, 
according to the reports of tne health 
department. 
When the locks in the 


Des Plaines and Illinois rivers, which 
connect the canal with the Mississippi 
river are increased In size and the 
fixed bridges which span the canal in 
the Chicago zone are transformed to 
swinging or lift bridges, it is expected 
that barges and light-draft river craft 
will move in large numbers from Chi- 
cago, through this man-made channel, 
to New Orleans. 
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In order to properly present this

Samuel greatly blundered in 
this, for the office of judge was not 
hereditary. 


(3) The desire to be like other na- 


tions. Since the surrounding nations 
had kings as leaders, they wanted a 
king who would fight their battles. 


2. Samuel's Protest (vv. 6-18). He 


took the matter to the Lord in prayer 
and the' Lord instructed him to sol- 
emnly point out to the people the 
meaning of "their action. 


(1) The king would make slaves of 


their daughters and make their sons 
to serve in his army and do all kinds 
of hard work en his farms and in his 
house. 


(2) He would take their lands, even 


those inherited from their fathers, and 
give them to his favorite officers and 
servants. Not content with that, h« 
would take the tenth part of their 
produce to give to his favorites. 


3. Protest Disregarded (vv. 19-20). 


Having made up their minds, they de- 
liberately shut their eyes to the truth 
and madly rushed Into the experiment. 


II. Saul Chosen as King (I Sam. 


9-11). 


1. The King Pointed Out (9:1-10:16). 


Saul was sent to search for his fa- 
ther's asses that had wandered away. 
While on this errand, Samuel found 
him and anointed him. Saul and his 
father were acting freely In this mat- 
ter, yet at the same time God's pur- 
pose was being carried out. 


2. The 
King 
Chosen at Mizpeh 


(10:17;27). Saul was chosen because 
of his fitness. If they would have a 
king, the Lord gave them the one best 
fitted for their needs.

people.

The method of choice was by lot. 


When the choice was made, part of 
the people enthusiastically cried, "God 
save the king." 
Others mocked and 


refused allegiance. 


III. The King Confirmed at Gilgal 


(I Sam. 11). 


Saul took advantage of the great 


victory over the Ammonites to get all 
the people to crown him king. 


IV. Saul's Failure (I Sam. 15). 
This is one of the saddest pictures 


in all history.. 


1. The Command to Saul (vv. 1-3). 


He was commanded to utterly exter- 
minate the Amalekites. The reason 
assigned was their evil treatment of 
Israel after they came up out of Egypt 
(Exod. 17:8; Deut. 25:17). 


2. The Disobedience of Saul (w. 


4-9). 
The commandment was carried 


out only in part. Agag, the king, was 
spared, and the best of the goods ap- 
propriated. 


3. Saul Rejected by God (w. 10-25). 
(1) Samuel cried to God (v. 11). 


The news of this disgraceful affair 
greatly disturbed Samuel, moving him 
to cry unto God day and night. 


(2) Saul's hypocritical pretense (vv. 


15-16). 
This pretense carried a lie 


upon its face. Though disturbed by a 
guilty conscience, he tried to concili- 
ate Samuel, but the very bleating of 
the sheep and the lowing of the herds 
betrayed him. He then tried to put 
the blame upon the people. 


(3) Samuel rehearses before Saul 


God's dealing with him (vv. 17-23). 
Samuel met his hypocrisy by bringing 
him to squarely face his sin. God is 
more concerned In having His subjects 
render obedience unto His command- 
ment than He Is for them to offer unto 
Him sacrifice. 


4. The Judgment Upon Saul 
(w. 


26-35). For the presumptuous offering 
of ttie sacrifice, the dynasty passed 
from Saul's house, and for this act of 
flagrant 
disobedience, the 
kingdom 


was rent from him. He confessed his 
sin and begged Samuel to still honor 
him before the elders of the people. 
Samuel forsook him and left him alone 
to suffer in disgrace. 


Properly Prepare Fowls 


for Holiday Marketing 


While November is generally re- 


gardwl as turkey month, there is also 
a strong demand for fowls of all kinds 
and good prices can be realized foi 
almost any kind if they are properly 
prepared for market. 


In this connection It should be re- 


membered that careful 
grading of 


poultry pays. All t'ovls should be as- 
sorted according to age and condition, 
size, color and shanks. Never mix 
good and poor stock in shipping to 
market, as the poor birds always re- 
duce the value of the lot. In other 
words, uniformity of appearance and 
quality must be considered. 


Poultry should be fattened quickly 


to be tender and juicy. If the fowls 
have been kept in good condition dur- 
ing the summer and fall, two weeks of 
liberal feeding should put them in ex- 
cellent condition for marketing. After 
they have commenced to fatten give j 
them all they can eat four or five times 
a day. 


Turkeys ought not to be confined for 


any length of time, but for just a 
short time prior to marketing. If fed 
liberally while they have a free run, 
they can be put in condition for mar- 
keting within ten days. 


This is the time of year when the 


chicken flock should be culled closely. 
The undesirable fowls will bring bet- 
ter prices now.than later, and if kept 
throughout the winter will only be an 
'expense and a detriment to the rest of 
the birds.

Uniformity in Fowls Is 


of Utmost Importance 


For those who are breeding standard 


fowls it is-essential that they look out 
for type in the first place, and not al- 
low their flock to run to the dogs in 
this particular, as some we have seen 
recently. 


What Is a Rhode Island Red good 


for in the breeding yard if he has a 
short Wyandotte of Cochin back on 
him? You might just as well put him 
in the pot and be done with him, for 
he is worth more there than anywhere 
else. 
Then there is the Orpington 


standing upon shanks almost like a 
game. He is of good color, perhaps, 
but that is all you can say about hue. 
No matter what breed you are at- 
tempting to breed or handle, your first 
duty to that breed and yourself is to 
get in line with the best possible type 
to be had. If you find that you do nut 
ha\-e that kind, better get rid of them 
and get the right kind before you waste 
any more valuable time in experi- 
ments. Study the type that goes to 
make a good one of your kind, both m 
males and female^, and get in line. 
Get the best color, of course, that is 
consistent with the right type, but get 
type at any cost first. Be bure you 
know your breed or variety as that 
is of the most importance. Work in 
telligently at all times, and you will b" 
'•urprisod how well things will go along. 


Successful Type of Road 


Developed in Tennessee 


The highway department of David- 


son county, Tennessee, where No«h- 
vllle Is the county eeat, has developed 
an economical and successful type of 
road by salvaging with surface treat- 
ment 215.8 miles of old gravel and wa- 
terbound macadam. These roads, ac- 
cording to J. C. Crevellng, chairman of 
the Davidson county highway commis- 
sion,'comprise 26 per cent of the coun- 
ty system and carry 80 per cent of the 
traffic. 


"We have been resurfacing out old 


macadam and gravel roads," says Mr. 
Oreveling in a report to the Nashville 
Chamber of Commerce, "with a sub- 
stantial thickness of water-bound mac- 
adam, being rather sparing in the use 
of fine aggregates and rolling the 
coarse stone before adding the fines. 
After permitting travel to use the 
road until well compacted and the ex- 
cess fines whipped off, we apply one- 
half gallon of heavy Mexican asphaltlc 
road oil, which is Immediately covered 
with a special crushed river gravel 
abouc 400 yards per mile of 20-foot 
width. 


"We utilize every 'bit of value In our 


old roads and we build from start to 
finish without detouring .travel. 
The 


cost is lower, we can make more prog- 
ress and it stands up well under our 
travel, which on certain roads aver- 
ages 2,000 vehicles per day. Roads 
built during 1916-1917 and on to dat* 
are still in fair condition without re- 
oiling. Immediately a road is complet- 
ed it Is placed in charge of a. patrol- 
man who gives it regular attention. 
One man •with a mule and wagon takes 
care of about twenty miles of oiled 
road. This work costs about $150 per 
mile per year for labor and material 
used. 


"As the surface-treated road gets 


rough or wavy we find that it can b® 
scarified, reshaped and reoiled at a 
nominal cost and by using one-fourth 
gallon Instead of one-half gallon as 
originally it is really better than when 
first treated. 
We have reoiled less 


than 10 per cent thus far. 
We esti- 


mate on our main roads, which aver- 
age from 800 to 2,000 vehicles per day 
near the city down to 200 near adjoin- 
ing counties, that it costs less -than 
one-half a cent per vehicle mile to 
build and maintain this type of road."

Dried Whey Fed Laying 
Hens on Government Farm 
New uses for dried whey are being 


revealed by a series of investigations 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 


Four pounds of crude sugar and 1% 


pounds of dried whey containing about 
30 per cent of albumin were obtained 
from 100 pounds of whey. The dried 
whey was sold to a laboratory making 
baby food, at a price giving a satis- 
factory return for the whey. 


Dried whey and dried buttermilk are 


being fed experimentally to ' laying 
liens at one of the department farms. 
In the first half of. the twelve-month 
experiment the pen of hens receivinir 
dried whey produced eggs at a rate 
comparing favorably with results, ob- 
tained with other kinds of feeds. 


Heavy Motor Truck Cause 


of Big Damage to Roads 
Repair 
bills for 
damaged roads 


would be much reduced, the engineer* 
in the bureau of public roads report, 
after extensive experimental work, if 
motor trucks were designed to carry 
more of the loads put on them over 
the front axle and less over the rear 
wheels, as at present. In the average 
heavy truck-of today the body is near- 
ly balanced on the rear axle. 
When 


the truck strikes an obstacle or an 
irregularity in the Highway, the dam- 
age done to the road surface by t!io 
rear wheels is much greater than it 
would be if the load were distribute'} 
on both axles. 


Given a perfectlj smooth road sur- 


face, traveled by a truck \vilh perfect- 
ly .smooth circular tire-,, there woiiM 
be no impact, regardle-.-. oi Uie speed 
or weight of load. Since such .in ideal 
condition is pnictic.tlh impossible, road 
engineers recognize that all factors 
which increase or reduce the impact 
of a load are of the utmost importance 
In planning highway construction and 
regulation. 


The placing of the larger part of the 


load on the rear axles is one of sev- 
eral factors which lead to high impact 
forces. 
In general, 
the 
increased 


speed of the truck will increase the 
impact, hence the necessity for keep- 
Ing the operating speed within rea- 
sonable limits. Roads kept as smooth 
as possible by careful maintenance will 
reduce the possibility of trucks ex- 
erting impact and pressure forces upon 
the highway surface. 
Cushion or 


pneumatic tires also reduce impact and' 
cause less damage to the highways 
than those of hard rubber, especially 
If the latter are not kept in good re- 
pair.
